OBITUARY 


Dr. Elena J. Scambio, 64 years old, passed away Wednesday November 12, 
2008 in the New York Presbyterian Hospital, surrounded by her family and 
friends. Born in Newark to the late Pietro and Nancy (nee DePalma), she had 
lived in Montclair 20 years, and then in Little Falls for the past 6 years. 


Dr. Scambio's entire career was in education. She began her career as a teacher at 
St. Francis Xavier School and First Avenue School in Newark. She then served 
as Supervisor of Child Study, Assistant Superintendent of the Scotch Plains- 
Fanwood School District, Essex County Superintendent of Schools, State District 
Superintendent of the Jersey City Schools, and served as Deputy Commissioner 
of Education for the State of New Jersey. 


Up to her death, was Vice President of Curriculum and Instructional Services at 
Innovative Educational Programs. She was at the heart of the founding and 
growth of this company. Her knowledge, passion and concern for educating 
students created the backbone of the company. 


Additionally, prior to her death, she was the Chairperson of the Division of 
Education at Bloomfield College. There she was universally admired for her 
energy, vision and dedication to the Education program at Bloomfield College. 
Her visionary leadership oversaw the growth of teacher education at the College. 


Dr. Scambio was active in the community, serving as a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Montclair Community Pre-K. She contributed her service to St. 
Peter Claver Roman Catholic Church in Montclair as Pastoral Council President 
and Co-Chair of the New Energies Committee for the Archdiocese of Newark. 
She was a gifted teacher of CCD and served as a Eucharistic Minister. She also 
served on the board of trustees of the Contemporary Center for Advanced 
Psychoanalytic Studies at Farleigh Dickinson University. She was a Caldwell 
Dominican Associate and member of the International Theresian Prayer Group. 


Dr. Scambio is survived by her beloved life partner, Dr. Angela Butler, their 
beloved son John, brother Edward and his wife, Jennie of Easton, PA, sister-in- 
law Theresa of Livingston, NJ, 10 nieces and nephews, 18 great nieces and 
nephews and one great, great nephew. She was predeceased by her brothers Dr. 
Anthony DelTufo and John DelTufo.
